Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Johnson  and  Gentlemen: 


I  have  pleasure  in  rlacing  before  you  my  Tenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  town. 

This  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  vath  the 
instruoticns  contained  in  Circular  28/46  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  dated  11th  February,  1946,  and  on  the  lines  indicated 
in  Circular  49/45  dated  19th  March,  1945. 

t 

The  vi''-al  statistics  show  a  Death  Rate  of  14. Cl  and  an 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  51.09,  the  comparable  figur-os 
for  England  and  Wales  being  11.4  and  46  respectively. 

The  Birth  Rate  at  14.55  was  lower  than  in  1044  when  it 
was  19.80;  and  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Birth  Rates  for 
England  and  Wales  and  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Cumberland 
were  also  l#wer  in  1945  than  in  1944. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  Area  is  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General  to  be  9,418. 

Measles  was  epidemic  during  the  early  months  of  the 
year  and  one  infantile  death  was  attributed  to  this  cause. 

Sonne  Dysentery  has  been  endemic  in  England  for  some 
years,  and  in  1945  there  were  25  notifications  in  Penrith, 
but  it  was  not  possible  to  trace  the  source,  although  as  in 
previous  years,  milk  or  foods  prepared  with  milk  were 
suspected. 

V/hooping  Cough  was  responsible  for  one  infantile  death 
and  it  should  be  noted  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  danger¬ 
ous  diseases  for  young  children. 

The  number  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  producers  in  the 
Urban  Area  has  increased  to  six,  and  the  results  of  samples 
taken  during  the  year  are  given  in  this  report. 
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The  housing  problem  has  become  acute  in  Penrith,  and 
the  Council  have  accepted  a  contract  for  the  construcl^ion 
of  80  permanent  houses  on  the  Scaws  Estate;  this  contract 
has  recently  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.

During  the  year  1945  the  Council  commenced  a  special 
survey  of-  housing  conditions  in  the  district  which  is 
approaching  completion  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report. 

The  v;ater  supply  to  the  town  remains  very  satisfactory 
both  as  regards  sufficiency  and  c purity,  and  the  results  of 
bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analyses  are  given 
in  this  report,  and  notes  on  the  supply  are  to  be  found  in 
Mr.  J.  W.  Butler’s  report. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  the 
courtesy  and  help  extended  to  me  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Council,  the  Chairmen  of  the  Sanitary  and  Housing  Committees, 
also  to  Mr.  C.  H.  Huntley,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  to  Mr. 

J.  W.  Butler,  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

There  is  little  doubt  that  this  recurring  infection  is 
due  to  intermittent  and  otherwise  healthy  carriers,  and  the 
vehicle  suspected  is  milk  or  foodstuffs  prepared  with  milk. 
If  all  food  handlers  would  take  the  elementary  hygienic 
precaution  of  washing  their  hands  after  using  a  Toilet,  this 
disease  would  very  soon  die  out. 

MEASLSS . 

This  disease  became  epidemic  at  the  New  Year  and  105 
cases  were  notified  in  January,  1945.  50^  of  all  notifi¬ 

cations  were  school  children  mainly  in  the  5  years  to  9 
years  age  group  and  all  infant  schools  in  the  town  were 
affected.

78  cases  occurred  in  February  and  43  in  March  1945, 
and  only  28  cases  were  reported  in  April  and  May  when  the  , 
epidemic  terminated.;  UrJfoj?tunatei;y  th^re  Was  c5ne  death,- 
a  girl  aged  7  months  on  the  20th  January. 


V/HO OPING  COUGH. 

Although  •nly  8  cases  vere  ratified'  there  was  one  death, 
a  boy  aged  9  months. 
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Seventeen  deaths  were  caused  by  malignant  disease, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  1.80  per  1,000  of  the  population; 
in  1944  there  'vere  15  deaths  and  a  rate  of  1.50  per  1,000.

INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. 

During  the  year  280  inspections  and  re-inspections  were 
made.  ^  It  v/as  necessary  in  numerous  cases,  however,  to 
interview  and  write  to  the  iDersons  concerned,  drawing  their 
attention  to  repairs  which  had  not  received  prompt  attention. 
Twelve  letters  referring  to  nuisances  and  general  dilapida¬ 
tions  were  sent  out;  all  have  received  attention. 

BAKEHOUSES .

The  premises  are  all  in  a  satisfactory  condition  and  are 
well  conducted. 

FOOD  PREMISES. 

All  premises  for  the  preparation  and  sale  of  fo®d  inclu¬ 
ding  meat,  fish,  fruit,  etc.,  have  been  inspected  and  found 
satisfactory.

RSFUSE  COLLBCTION  AND  DISPOSAL.

The  refuse  is  dealt  with  by  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Refuse  Tip  at  Redhills.

5EWAGS. 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  drained  by  a  system  of 
sewers,  the  main  outfall  discharging  into  the  Sewage  Dispoal 
Works  at  Wliinfell,  miles  out  of  town.  Cn  entering  the 
Works  the  effluent  passes  through  detritus  tanks  which  are 
in  duplicate  and  each  10  feet  by  6  feet  by  6  feet  in  depth, 
then  through  a  dividing  chamber  int®  four  settling  tanks  of 
the  circular  flat  bottomed,  brick  lined  type,  of  a  total 
capacity  of  208,000  gallons. 

The  effluent  after  treatment  in  the  settling  tanks  is 
passed  to  four  revolving  distributors,  by  cast  iron  nipes, 
the  distributors  discharge  over  media  of  granite,  each 
filter  having  a  diameter  of  80  feet  and  an  average  depth  of 
6  feet.  After  passing  through  the  filtering  media  the 
effluent  enters  humus  tanks  constructed  in  duplicate;  these 
are  rectangular  sloping  floor  tanks  with  scum  boards  at  each 
nd.  The  resultant  effluent  then  discharges  direct  into 
he  River  Samont .
